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THE VLASITS REPORT) 


By JOHN ECONOMOS 


In last week’s ASW, we published 
a detailed report that was submitted 
to the Australian Soccer Federation 
by ex-Australian World Cup coach, 
Joe Vlasits. 

Viasits went into a lengthy analysis 
on what went wrong with the current 
Australian World Cup team in its 
encounters with our neighbouring op- 
ponents, New Zealand. 


The report went on to recommend the required characteristics 
of future Australian national coaches, plus the desirable qualities 
and qualifications for the appointment of a part-time assistant to 
the national coach. 

Viasits, the NSW Director of Coaching, is a man who can speak 
with much authority as well as great experience, and his recom- 
mendations of Es daaate policies just cannot be ignored by the 
Australian Soccer hierarchy in Clarence Street. 

1 am also quite sure that Viasits doesn’t want future Australian 
World Cup teams to be subjected to the fiascos that his 1969 
World Cup squad was exposed to by FIFA. Then Australia had to 
travel thousands of unnecessary miles to play Rhodesia in 
Mozambique when Korea refused Rhodesia entry visas to the 
tournament which Australia won so meritoriously. 

Only careful planning with laid out policies for the future will 
avoid a repetition of such blunders, 

We continue with part two of the Vlasits Report: 


DROP IN CROWDS 


“Over the last 20 years or so, our Soccer crowds have dwindled 
alarmingly. 

Gone are the days when we had crowds of 8,000 to 12,000 at top 
club games, with 25,000 to 30,000 at Grand Finals. 

of the main reasons for this great drop in gates is the fact 

that we are NOT playing attractive Soccer any longer. We are 
concentrating too much on fight and aggression and not enough 
on skill with technique. 

The game has developed into a “kick and rush” ir. 

On top of this, we at present lack star personalities who are 
always great favourites with crowds. 

People today, more than ever, want to be entertained, and star 
personalities provide this entertainment. 

Coaches, as well, have become too defensive, thus nullifying 
ie Seen, ofa star individual. Win at all cost is the order of 
the day. 


SUGGESTED PROGRAMME 


3 Appoint a coach for four years. 
b) Set up a planning committee, comprising of three people; the 
national , an adviser, and an administrator. 

yi Medical panel (two doctors). 

}) Present a four-year planned programme to the World Cup 
Committee for acceptance, and then to the full Executive 
Committee. 

e) Form a technical committee of two or three people (ex- 
coaches) plus an administrator. 

f) The national coach to work out a full plan of trainings, 
matches, dates, etc, so that all clubs, coaches, managers, sec- 
retaries and presidents know well ahead the national squad's 
commitments. 

g) The national general manager, Mr Brian Le Fevre, to work 
out all the details with various countries, clubs, travelling 
arrangements, budget all forms of costings well in advance, etc. 


NEW DEVELOPMENT APPROACH 


The appointed national coach must take into account the 
following: 

a) Character. 

b) Mentality. 

c) History. 

d) Climate. 

e) Temperament. 

£) Imagination, 

All the above factors must be considered by the coach before he 
starts a new approach and goes into a new style. 

He will commence with a squad of 22 players — that is, two 
Players for every position — and they must be in the age bracket 
that will enable them to be available for selection for the next 
World Cup in 1986; eg. 18 to 26 years old. 

‘The new formation should begin from the defence. Then the 
midfield concentrating on the attacking qualities of the individual 
midfielder in the initial stages. Then ly with the striking line 
up front, examining carefully and indi jally the characteristics 
of each striker in relation to his attacking flairs going forward and 
the relationship with his midfielders. 

Boe midfielders and strikers, must have some ability to defend 
as well. 

Overall, every member in the squad must thus be able to 
defend off the ball, and attack whilst the team is on the ball. 
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PART TWO 
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JOE VLASITS 
QUALITY TRAINING SESSIONS 


The training dates, the number of players, and the days 
allocated to coaching, must be known to everybody well ahead. 

A plan of all sessions must be simple and well understood. It 
should be a uniform to suit all States for the national squad 
players, so that new ideas can be effected. 

The aim should be for quality training sessions to be staged, 
which players should be able to enjoy, relax, whilst at the same 
time these sessions must be beneficial to the squad, physically as 
well as mentally. ‘ 

Speed, endurance, power and quick reflex thinking to be 
inpsovet os well as raising the overall technique level. 

ions must commence with simple technical exercises, 
gradually introducing more difficult movements under match 


At the same time however, great care must be given to building 
up players’ morale and team confidence, with a will to win, 
overcoming any emotional stresses that may appear in a match 


situation. 
PANEL 


The medical panel must work out a fitness check twice a year. 
The first check to be recorded say in January, with the second 
checks being done half-way through the season, say in July. 

These recorded fitness checks to be reported back to the 
national coach as well as to the Technical Committee. 


CONDITION TRAINING SESSIONS 


‘These sessions are to concentrate on the following:

TACTICAL OBJECTIVES 


Make the whole squad familiar with one another's ability, using 
the 4-3-3 and 4-4-2 playing systems to perfection. Close marking 
when necessary even against better odds and zone defence will be 
developed. 

It is necessary to develop tactics so that the team can change 
their play to carry out more difficult tasks. 


EDUCATIONAL AIMS 


Building up players’ morale and achieving a friendly relation- 
ship with confidence and the will to win as well as overcoming the 
emotional stresses that can exist in a game. 

It must be up to the technical committee to find out relevant 
factors such as climatic conditions, rainfalls, local customs, foods, 
water and ground conditions (dimensions, soil and situation of the 
stadium plus winds).

TRAINING TIME FOR PROGRAMME
